Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals 
should reach the Secretary of the Delimitation Commission 
(No. 2, Prithvi Raj Road, New 7 Delhi) before the said date. It 
would facilitate prompt consideration if they are in English. 

The Commission will hold a public sitting at Puri at 11 a.m. 
on Wednesday, the 23rd June, 1954, and the subsequent day, 
if necessary, when it will further consider these proposals and 
the objections and suggestions received by it before the 16th 
June, 1954.

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MINUTES OF DISSENT 

(I) 

These proposals have been arrived at by the Commission 
after consultation with the Associate members at Puri on April 
29 and 30, 1954. 

1. While I am glad to note the wider distribution of the 
Scheduled caste Reserved Constituencies, and the more' 
managable proportions of some of the others, and I am there¬ 
fore in general agreement with the delimitation of the Parlia¬ 
mentary Constituencies, I see no reason for the changes from 
the original proposals effected in certain Assembly Constituen¬ 
cies, particularly in the Districts of Cuttack, Puri and 
Balasore. I am enumerating these below, and I strongly 
recommend that the Commission’s original proposals in dis¬ 
regard should be retained. 

2. I am glad that as far as possible the Assembly Con¬ 
stituencies have been so delimited as not to split up the Sub- 
Divisional units excepting in a very few cases. In this- 
connection it must be remembered that the Police Stations- 
are the lowest administrative units, and should not be split up, 
unless it is absolutely necessary. Only in cases where a Police 
Station is too big or too small to form a constituency by itself, 
that they can be split up, but still keeping in view that there 
are ample transport facilities, or at least there are not too- 
many rivers or other barriers within the boundary of the 
constituency rendering it inaccessible from one end to the 
other. The responsibilities of the member of the State 
Assembly are great and varied. People have to come to their 
representative even for a permit for Cement, Corrugated' 
Sheets, etc. Therefore, unnecessary difficulties are created, 
when portions of several Police Stations are joined together 
to form one Constituency, because in such a case the repre¬ 
sentative would have to deal with the headquarters of several 
Police Stations for such grievances of the people as might re¬ 
quire his assistance. This principle was accepted by the 
Election Commission in 1951, and has worked well. This is 
a salutary principle and .should be preserved. I therefore 
recommend that the following Constituencies should be re¬ 
considered in the light of what I have stated above. 

Cuttack District 

3. I am against the proposed Constituencies Nos. 71 and 
72, and believe that Nos. 71 and 73 as demarcated in the 
original proposal should be retained. According to this- 
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cE!mge as proposed by the Commission not only have some 
Police Stations, specially Govindpur been unnecessarily 
divided, but the division gives no advantage in anyway to 
either of the constituencies. In the former proposals 
Kishannagar, Tangi, Charbatia and Cuttack Sadar—all ad¬ 
ministrative units—without any disturbance whatsoever had 
formed a Constituency, so also Govindpur and Jagatsingpur. 
It may be mentioned here that the Kishannagar Police Station 
is more easily and conveniently accessible from Cuttack Sadar 
Police Station than from the proposed Jagatsingpur Constitu¬ 
ency. From all view-points, I am of the opinion that the 
original proposal should be retained. 

4. As regards Jajpur Sub-division I am happy that the 
load of reservation on this Sub-division has now become 
lighter, but the proposed delimitation of constituencies Nos. 81, 
82, 83 and 84 is not fair. It will be seen from the map that 
the single member Barchana Constituency (No. 82) has three 
rivers within its limits, which means that the area would 
remain practically impassable for more than six months in 
the year. So also the Dharmasala double member constitu¬ 
ency (No. 83). I suggest that these constituencies should be 
redivided in the following manner, which fulfils all the con¬ 
ditions stated above. 

5. (a) Jajpur-Binjharpur: Double Member Constituency 
with S. C. Reservation Constituency of Jajpur Police Station 
(Excluding Unions 1—11 and the whole of Binjharpur Police 
Station). 

(b) Sukinda-Korai-Jajpur: Double Member Constituency 
with S.T. Reservation consisting of the whole of Sukinda and 
Korai Police Stations and the Unions 1—11 of Jajpur Police 
Station as well as Jajpur town. 

(c) Dharmasala: Single Member Constituency consisting 
of Unions 1—13 and 17. 

(d) Barchana: Single Member Constituency consisting of 
the whole of Barchana Police Station and Unions 14, 15 and 
16 of Dharmasala Police Station. 

This arrangement disturbs two of the Police Stations to the 
least extent but affords facility of transport and therefore 
should be acceptable to the Commission. 

Balasore District 

6. Constituencies Nos. 89 and 90 in die original proposal 
have been altered. But this alteration gives no advantage. 
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In the former proposal one single Police Station, i.e., Bala^ore 
■excluding Union No. 5 had been made into one Constituency, 
whereas m the latest proposal several Police Stations have 
been put together and urban areas are combined with rural 
areas in order to form a Scheduled Tribes Reserve Constitu¬ 
ency. In such cases, as is natural, the impact of the urban 
area would be greater and the rest of the Constituency will 
not get proper representation. No matter how narrow the 
connecting link between Remuna and Basta—Single may be, 
such an arrangement would afford equal representation to all 
the parts. Therefore Nilgri Constituency (No. 90) as demar¬ 
cated in the original proposal should be retained as the 
Double Member Constituency and Balasore Police Station 
■excluding Union 5 should remain as the Single Member Con¬ 
stituency. Moreover, in the original proposal the concentra¬ 
tion of Scheduled Tribes was 1674 P er cent., whereas, in the 
latest proposal it is down to 14 per cent. A great disparity 
would remain and I am therefore against this change. 

Puri District 

7. I am entirely against the changes effected in the 
Constituencies of Nayagarh and Khurda Sub-divisions, such 
as, Nos. 54, 55, 56, 57, 58, 64 and 65 as contained in the original 
proposal. I have calculated the population figures and found 
great disparity in certain cases. This aspect should not be 
overlooked. The only probable reason, as it appears to me 
is that an attempt has been made to maintain the identity of 
the ex-State areas in so far as giving the names of the ex-States 
to certain constituencies. If my surmise is correct, I am 
afraid we are introducing a dangerous principle and making 
it easier for the feudal and vested interest of these areas. 
After integration of these small ex-States to the States of Orissa 
the previous boundaries no longer exist excepting that the 
Police Stations have mostly been maintained and they have 
been constituted into Sub-divisions of Puri District. Instead 
of prepetuating these areas as they existed under the 
feudal regime and making them into pocket-boroughs it is 
essential, and justice and fair representation demands it, that 
these entities should be broken up. They should be so divid¬ 
ed as to enable the formation of constituencies consisting of 
ex-State areas and the neighbouring areas of the old Province. 
This will result in real integration of these areas not only 
physically but in the minds of the people, and the electorate 
of the two portions will feel affinity for each other as citizens 
in the new set-up. 
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^8. It will be remembered that I had agreed to the original 
proposals of the Commission and suggested a few minor 
changes in Cuttack and Balasore Districts only with a view 
to afford better transport facilities. But, as there are so many 
•changes that have been effected in the latest proposal I have 
.stated my objections fully and pointed out the disadvantages 
in the new proposal as well as the advantages in favour of the 
'Original proposal in the case of Puri and Balasore districts, 
while I have pressed for my proposals for the Sadar and 
Jajpur Sub-divisions of Cuttack district. It do hope that the 
Delimitation Commission would reconsider the entire position 
:a.nd make the necessary changes as suggested by me.

Regret owing to pressure of work we could not send full 
'Comments earlier. Hope Commission have secured Orissa 
Government’s comments. 

We strongly feel some changes are necessary in certain 
proposals particularly in Balasore District. We suggest fol¬ 
lowing alternative delimitation for State Assembly on very 
practical grounds such as contiguity, communication etc: — 

Bhadrak Constituency should consist of Banth police station and 

Bhadrak police station (excluding union 
Nos. 4, 12 and 13)—with one general seat. 

.'Chandb aly Constituency should consist of Basudevpur police station, 

Thihidi police station and union Nos. 
4, 12 & 13 of Bhadrak police station—with 
two seats, one reserved for Scheduled 
Castes. 

‘ Soro Constituency should consist of Soro police station, Khaira 

police station and Semulia police station— 
with two seats, one reserved for Scheduled 
Castes. 

This does not disturb your general arrangement although 
there might be slight variation in concentration of Scheduled 
Castes which is offset by many other practical considerations. 

Trust you will please accept this suggestion pending con¬ 
sideration of other changes on receipt of public complaints 
; if there be any.

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(III) 

In a previous stage, it was decided to allot twenty seats in 
the House of the People to the Orissa State, out of which four 
seats are to be reserved for the Scheduled Castes and four 
seats for the Scheduled Tribes. In the State Legislative 
Assembly, there are to be 140 seats out of which 25 seats are 
to be reserved for the Scheduled Castes and 28 seats for the 
Scheduled Tribes. 

Regarding distribution of population of the Scheduled 
Tribes, and Scheduled Castes in the State of Orissa, it is seen 
from the Census figures that the Scheduled Tribe population 
is very much concentrated in particular areas like Mayur- 
bhanj, Koraput and Sundargarh districts, whereas concentra¬ 
tion of Scheduled Castes population is not so marked. The 
Commission in their original and revised draft proposals, have 
carved out single seats reserved for Scheduled Tribes, where 
there is a fairly good concentration of Scheduled Tribes popu¬ 
lation. In Parliamentary delimitation, the Sundargarh con¬ 
stituency is a single member constituency reserved for 
Scheduled Tribes having 51.62 per cent, of Scheduled Tribes 
population. Mayurbhanj constituency has a Scheduled 
Tribes population of 51.94 per cent, and Koraput single 
member reserved constituency has a Scheduled Tribes popula¬ 
tion of 53.31 per cent. 

Similarly in the delimitation of Assembly Constituencies, 
out of 28 seats reserved for the Scheduled Tribes, the revised 
draft proposals have carved out 14 single member reserve seats. 

It has not been possible to carve out single seats reserved 
for Scheduled Castes as the highest concentration is below 
37 per cent. So the constituencies with reservation for 
Scheduled Castes are all double member constituencies. 

In my opinion, at least one or two more single seats 
reserved for Scheduled Tribes can be carved out—in the dis¬ 
trict of Sambalpur, where the concentration of Scheduled 
Tribes population in particular areas is remarkably high. 

In the case of reservation of seats for Scheduled Castes 
population, such reservation should take place only in such 
area where the concentration of Scheduled Castes population 
is high and any alternative suggestion which shows a higher 
concentration of Scheduled Castes population deserves to be 
considered as an improvement over tire draft or the revised 
proposals. 
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-fWitli this end in view, I propose the following changes on 
the revised draft proposals: — 

I. DELIMITATION OF PARLIAMENTARY 
CONSTITUENCIES 

In serial No. 5 of the revised draft proposals Balangir 
District (excluding Titlagarh, Sindhekela, Kantabanji and 
Turekela police stations in Titlagarh sub-division), has been 
joined with the Bargarh sub-division and Sadar, Dhema and 
Mahadebpali police station in the Sadar, sub-division of the 
Sambalpur district to form a double member constituency 
with one seat reserved for the Scheduled Castes. In the 
original draft proposals, these were two single member general 
constituencies. In the original draft proposals Dhenkanal 
was a double member constituency with one seat reserved for 
the Scheduled Castes. Perhaps with a view to meeting the 
objection that Dhenkanal as a double member constituency 
was cumbrous and unmanageably extensive in area, 
Dhenkanal has been split to form parts of two single member 
general constituencies. But even from the revised draft pro¬ 
posals, it will be seen that there are other single member 
general constituencies with higher concentration of Scheduled' 
Castes population, which can be and should have been, with 
greater justification, joined together to form a double member 
constituency with reservation for Scheduled Castes. A com¬ 
parative illustration is given below. . In Serial No. 4 of the 
original draft proposals, Balangir has a concentration of only 
18.54 P er cen h of Scheduled Castes population and Serial 
No. 5 of the original draft proposals—Sambalpur has only 
18.09 P er cent. °f Scheduled Castes population. When these 
constituencies are joined together to form a double member 
constituency with one seat reserved for the Scheduled Castes, 
it shows a concentration of only 18.39 P er cent, of Scheduled 
Castes population. Compared with this, Cuttack constituency 
(Serial No. 11 of the revised draft proposals) has a Scheduled 
Castes population of 19.61 per cent, and the contiguous con¬ 
stituency—Puri (Serial No. 15 of the revised draft proposals) 
has a Scheduled Caste population of 19.83 per cent. If ihese 
Iwo single member general constituencies were combined to 
form a double member constituency with one seat reserved 
for the Scheduled Castes, it shows a concentration of 19.71; 
per cent, of Scheduled Castes population. 

In another respect, the change in the revised draff pro¬ 
posals from the original draft proposals may be noticed. 
Whereas in the original draft proposals, the district ol 
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Sambalpur with a population of 13 lakhs and one seat to . call 
its own and Dhenkanal with a poplation of 8 lakhs was iiT a 
.position to dominate one double member constituency the 
revised draft proposals, makes the condition of Sambalpur 
precarious, and gives great advantages to Dhenkanal. Seven 
assembly seats equivalent of Sambalpur district is pitted 
against seven assembly seats equivalent in Balangir district 
and out of the remaining five assembly seats equivalent, two 
.go with Sundargarh and three are joined to Dhenkanal 
(West). Under the revised draft proposals, four assembly 
seats of Dhenkanal have been joined with three assembly- 
seats of Sambalpur district and the four other assembly seats 
of Dhenkanal have been joined with three assembly seats of 
Cuttack district, so that Dhenkanal with 8 Assembly seats can 
effectively dominate two Parliamentary seats. 

I suggest that splitting up of Si. No. 5 of the revised draft 
proposals into two single member constituencies as in SI. 
Nos. 4 and 5 of the original draft proposals. I also suggest 
the joining up of SI. No. 11 and 15 of the revised draft pro¬ 
posals to form a double member constituency with tne seat 
■reserved for the Scheduled Castes. Going up SI. No. ir and 
15 makes the area much more compact than SI. No. 5 of the 
revised draft proposals. 

II. DELIMITATION OF ASSEMBLY CONSTITUENCIES 

I suggest that serial Nos. 38, 39, and 4 o (Katarbaga, 
Deogarh and Jharsuguda) be readjusted to make: — 

(a) Rairakhol sub-division and Jujomura, Sason and Patwari halka 
No, 4 of Rampela police station in the Sadar sub-division—a 
single member general constituency with the following popula¬ 
tion figures :

suggestion.

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■dfhis alternative has the following advantages over the 
preceding one: — 

1. It does not necessitate the division of a police station 

into patwari halkas. 

2. It gives one Scheduled Tribes single seat with a 

higher concentration than the previous alterna¬ 
tive. 

3. The constituencies are more compact, i.e., Mura, 

Rampella and Breejrajnagar 'are on the right 
bank of the river. 

4. Mura, Rampella and Breejrajnagar constituency and 

Laikera, Govindpur and Mahulpali constituency 
can be conveniently added to the Sundargarh 
District to form a compact parliamentary con¬ 
stituency though this slightly reduces the 
Scheduled Tribes concentration of population in 
the Sundargarh parliamentary constituency (re¬ 
served for Scheduled Tribes) (from 51.69 per cent, 
to 51.35 per cent.). 

Its defect is: — 

1. It makes the division of Rairakhol into two constitu¬ 
encies 'almost’ unavoidable. I say 'almost' 
because in the second alternative proposed by 
me, no doubt, Naktideul can be taken out of the 
Deogarh constituency (c) and added to (d) 
Jharsuguda Kuchinda-Rairakhol constituency 
but that makes the area of this double member 
constituency much too unweildy. The Commis¬ 
sion may kindly take into consideration the 
regrouping between (c) and (d) above as a third 
alternative suggestion of mine. 

PURI DISTRICT 

The draft proposals by the delimitation commission re¬ 
garding this district need drastic change because: — 

1. Communication difficulties in the constituencies are 
not taken into consideration. 2. To carve out 
double member constituencies in those areas where 
the population figures of Scheduled Castes are 
higher. 
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The following alternative proposals may be considered^—

This regrouping has distinct advantages over the draft- 
proposals. It will be seen that the highest concentration of 
Scheduled Castes population in Sadar sub-division of Puri 
district is found in Palianta, Palipatna, Pipili, Nimapara and 
Gop. Kakatpur being in one extremity has to be tacked to 
Gop area on the ground of contiguity. This police station 
has a high percentage of Scheduled Castes population—evident¬ 
ly higher than Satyabadi police station. These thanas. 
together \Vith Delang police station make the formation of 2. 
sets of double member constituencies very convenient. 

This suggestions of Shri S. N. Patnaik and Shri P. M. 
Pradhan is almost the same. The only difference is that they 
do not divide Nimapara police station into parts. I have 
made this division in order to almost equalise the population 
of the two constituencies. I have no objection, if the whole 
of Nimapara police station is grouped with Kakatpur and' 
Gop police stations.

The worst criticism against this scheme is that it cuts across 
sub-division boundaries and makes the Parliamentary con¬ 
stituencies of Puri district (SI. No. 14 and 15) less homo¬ 
geneous. But this is unavoidable and is the lesser evil. 
Leaving aside SI. No. 66 (Assembly) to be included in the 
Cuttack Parliamentary Constituency, the two Parliamentary 
constituencies for the Puri district can be conveniently re¬ 
adjusted to give the following Parliamentary constituencies. 
Parliamentary: 

S. No. 14 Khurda Nagarh-consisting of State serial Nos. 54, 55, 56, 57, 64 
and 65 of my proposals. 

S. No. 15 Puri Serial Nos. 61, 62, 63, 59 and 60 of my proposals. 

Under the above proposals SI. No. 15 consists of the whole 
of Sadar sub-division with the addition of two unions of Jatni 
police station in Khurdha sub-division. This Parliamentary 
constituency has a population of 743,509 and has a Scheduled 
Castes population of 19.69 per cent. If this is joined with 
Cuttack Parliamentary constituency, it can form a double 
member Parliamentary constituency with one seat reserved 
for the Scheduled Castes.

The main reasons for giving my proposals as above are 
that the combination of Kundra and Jeypore as proposed by 
the Commission is unhappy as Kundra has no means of 
communication with Kotpad, Boriguma and Jeypore unless 
Boipariguda is included in this unit. As such I have propos¬ 
ed that instead of B. Singapur, Boipariguda should form part 
of this constituency so as to make the entire area compact 
and homogenous to answer to the needs of the constituency. 
B. Singpur in its turn is tagged with Koraput unit. Padwa 
and Nandapur go together to form a separate constituency. 

2 . Ganjam District 

While effecting delimitation of Constituencies . in this 
district the Commission have, in some cases, taken villages 
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as^the basis of their decision which does not fit in with facts 
obtaining in this district, because the village units as men¬ 
tioned in the Census Report often differ from those mention¬ 
ed in Revenue Records and as such it will create anomalies 
if villages are taken as units to be joined up together for 
purposes of delimitation. It will be in the fitness of things 
to adopt Revenue Firkas and Police Stations for formation 
of constituencies. I give below my dissenting proposals in 
respect of six constituencies, viz., Kodala, Purusottampur, 
Dhawgaon, Aska, Ghumsur and Suruda.

My dissenting proposals are based on the following 
grounds: — 

(i) Charbatia and Tangi Police Stations on account of 
their geographical contiguity and affinities points of view 
form a compact area with the Police Station of Salepur, and 
in all fairness they ought to remain with Salepur Constitu¬ 
ency. Moreover, as Charbatia and Tangi are separated 
from the Cuttack Sadar Police Station by three big rivers, 
the Mahanadi, Kathjuri and Birupa, the people of this area 
cannot, as a matter of fact establish any appreciable contact 
with those of the Sadar and it is more so during the monsoon. 
The Cuttack city Constituency intervenes between the two 
and as such it is not desirable to tag Charbatia and Tangi 
with the Cuttack Sadar. 

(ii) The Commission has tagged up a part of the Gobind- 
pur P.S, with Jagatsingpur. It does not appear to be cogent 
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since because for all practical purposes Gobindpur forms a 
Cffntiguous and compact part with the Sadar Constituency 
and it will cause unnecessary complications if it is tagged up 
with Jagatsingpur. 

(iii) Villages under Barchana P.S.i in Jajpur Sub division 
are so unnaturally combined under one Police administra¬ 
tion that the whole of the Thana can neither be conveniently 
tagged with any other P.S., nor can the whole P.S. be taken 
as unit of representation. It is on account of this that the 
Thana should be split up in such a way as to facilitate re¬ 
presentation of the people. 

(iv) Unions 9 and 10 of Pattamundei P.S., and Aul P.S., 
having come together under one Anchal administration they 
have developed common problems akin to both. Unions 9 
and 10 of Pattamundei P.S., are exclusive from those of the 
rest of the P.S., for intricate local problems and as such it 
will not do well to keep them with Pattamundei. 

(v) The Commission has not done -justice in the matter 
of allocation of Scheduled Castes seats among Sadar,' Jajpur 
and Kendrapara Sub divisions whereas the Sadar Sub divi¬ 
sion has been given 3 such seats with only 19 per cent, of S.C. 
population, Jajpur Sub division having 23 per cent, of such 
population is given one seat only. Specially the Police 
Station of Binjharpur has got to its credit the highest con¬ 
centration of Scheduled Castes population in the district of 
Cuttack. It will be unfair to the S.C. people of this area if 
they are deprived of the opportunity of sending a represen¬ 
tative to represent their case. 

As regards Kendrapara I am at one with the Commis¬ 
sion but should like to have two such seats for Jajpur Sub 
division and two for the Sadar instead of three for Sadar as 
suggested bv the Commission. I, therefore, suggest that 
Scheduled Castes seats in the district of Cuttack should be 
allocated in the following order: — 

Cuttack Sadar ... 2 

Tajpur .... 2 

Kendrapara .... 1 

5. Balasore District 

So far as this district is concerned I am quite at one with 
the Commission except that I do not find favour in fagging 
up Bonth with Khaira. I want to make it clear that linking 
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up Bonth with Khaira will be an undesirable process, be¬ 
cause they have no all-weather communication facilities nor 
are they a compact area due to the intervention of a devastat¬ 
ing river named Salandi. Another point which I wish to put 
forward in this connection is that Bonth is now tagged up 
with Bhadrak P.S., on account of the execution of Communi¬ 
ty Project embracing these two units, and by virtue of this 
they having already developed a very intimate tie with each 
other which it will not be wise to disrupt. I, therefore, 
suggest that Bonth and Bhadrak should form a single unit 
on account of their continuity and compactness coupled with 
the facts mentioned above. So my dissenting proposals in 
respect of Soro, Bhadrak and Chanbali are given below: —
